The 
publication of tho bill should not, how- 
ever, excite commercial Interest*, *a 
there is a well matured understanding 
that while tho bill wilt gn through the 
house in much the same form in which 
it will be reported to that liody, the 
senate will make radical modifica- 
tions. , 

Tho house bill Is to be tho party 
measure, and will be pointed toaatbe 
em>K*diment of tho Chicago platform 
pledges. It will be to liberal that 
democrat* In protection district* will 
be give.i an opportunity to save them- 
selves by tho introduction of amend- 
ments which will be adopted, and then 
the senate will make certain amend- 
ment* intended to protect those demo

Ciik'aoo, Nov. 30.— Counterfeit tick' 
et* to the amount of lloo otiu have boon 
honored in the last four weeks by tha 
11 and O.. Krle, Pittsburgh ami H'a»t» 
em, NlrkLo-Platr and other road*. 
There was absolutely nothing on the 
face of the tickets to indicate they wet* 
unta-rfeit. They were uccepta'd with- 
out question by conductors, passed 
reudily by tho ticket counters nnd 
passed off as of legal Intue. Tho tick- 
ets are the most perfect counterfeit of 
any kind ever issued. 

The Urst in' i.i .lion of any crooked- 
ness cropped out In the auditor's ohTce 
of one of tho victimised lines neitrly 
three weeks ngo. 

In checking two ticket* of the tame 
form the tame nurabert were fottniL 
The auditor satisfied himself that both 
tickets were genuine anil sent a ttintr- 
ing note to hia printer, scoring him se- 
verely for hit carelessnesr. 'I in- prin- 
ter appeared In perton with an indig- 
leuial of the charges, l>ut when 
shown the two tickets of the tamo 
number wat compelled to acknowl- 
edge that the error wns made ill hia 
ollice. 

The next day the ticket auditor dis- 
covered sixty-seven duplicated tioki t* 
In the collection*. There teemed no 
paavkibillty of the tlckett being coun- 
terfeit 

They were exact duplicates. The next 
day nearly raw duplicated ticket* 
showed up In the collections, and a 
panic reigned in the auditing depart- 
ment 

Kach.of the ticket* read from Chica- 
go to New York, and was worth lit 
The one day'* collection* showed tha 
company had honored at least t-l.tOO 
worth of tickets for which it had not 
received a cent of revenue- 

Kxpcrta were immediately called in. 
At the end of three day*, during which 
time over three hundred moro dupli- 
cated tickets piled up in the auditor's 
office, one of the experts declared that 
the duplication wa* a counterfeit With 
the aid of a powerful microscope ho 
had at last discovered a minyte imper- 
fection in u small letter 'o," which 
showed in just half the duplicated 
tickets. The Imperfection iva* in tho 
easting of the type, by which it wa* 
made nearly ten-thousandtha of an 
Inch longer than the rest, or else a par- 
ticle of dust had raised the ty|>e in the 
form used by the counU-rfeltera 

In nil other respect* the Jobs tvero 
exactly alike. The paper, ink, type and 
pre** work could not have la-en nearer 
the same If Im'th were printed consecu- 
tively with exactly the »atno material*. 
Meantime the other roads had been 
going through the same experience, in 
each ease the tickets were passed with- 
out question by ull the handler 
eluding the auditors, and not one was 
detected until the duplicate numbering 
appeared. 

Kaeh of the road* promptly is.siicd 
minute instructions to their conductors 
to take up nil the counterfeit tickets 
and enforce payment of passage (nun 
persona holding them, 

Kach conductor was furnished means 
to recognise the counterfoil*, and the 
first tiny the four roads named look up 
over rUH) of them The passengers w 
naturally intlignaut, but each was com- 
pelled to acknowledge he had bought 
the tickets of a Chicago seal per. Nina 
or ten of the passengers who made 
written statements of the circumstances 
declared they had bought the tickets of 
a notorious ticket-scalper doing 1 'J*i- 
nefc* on Clark ttroet The rest were 
bought in vuriou* offices.

The country of this people extends 
in Thibet from tint point simthwsnl 
as far as a high range of mountains 
running from wast tu west, and ia 
watered by the Yellow river. It la 
treeless and very hilly; but the pas- 
turage ia fairly good In the valleys 
and on the lower alopes of the inoun 
tains, which, even In Scptrmtirr, ahow 
a clearly marked snow line. Thc 
Soloks are shorter and slighter In 
stature than the Mongol*, and have 
higher cheek bones, and rounder face*. 
The men weur their hair 'long and 
hanging down to their shoulders; 
their sheep skins are drawn up by the 
girdle, forming a klud of kilt below the 
waist and a large pourh above, in which 
they always carry their wooden tea 
bowla, called po-pe. and many other 
things, when on a Journey. 

The boots are of leather, with skin 
soles and cloth leggins hound la-low 
the knee* (which are left bar.- like a 
kcsitch Highlander's! by a long woven 
garter of rarioiis Inright eolons-I wool* 
The hats, made of the fur of foxes, 
aheep skins or felt, are of many pecul- 
iar shapes. The dress of the women is 
like that of the men; but the sheep 
akin gowns reach to their an Lies. Their 
hair is In two plait- . banging down 
their backs, and inclosed nt the ends in 
a sheath of cloth ornamented with 
round pieces of amber and cowrie 
shel!*, which they buy from the Chi- 
nese. Long enrriii(rs of silver arid coral 
hang from both cars; the men limit 
themselves to case very massive piece of 
jewelry in the ri r -lit ear. 

The tents, utterly unlike those of 
the Mongols, nr.- innde of woven black 
cloth of the cicorsc hair of Ihc yak. the 
Thibetan ox. Tbcy nre about forty 
feet by twenty, nnd are supported by 
one small liei in on two pole* inside 
slid by several props outside. The 
ropes are innde of the hair of the ysk's 
tail. These tiolok tribes are the most 
notorious l-ripands iu Thibet.
